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Restoration for 
town churchyard 


THOUSANDS of pounds will be 
spent on a project to transform St 
Mary’s churchyard into a “nice and 
relaxing” focal attraction in 
Haverhill town centre. 

Major rejuvenation work will take place to 
improve the underused area off the High 
Street into a place of foliage, artwork and 
serenity, Haverhill in Bloom has said, which 
is spearheading the project. 

Ben Pumfrey, chairman of Haverhill in 
Bloom, said about two years ago the charity 
was approached by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council to see if it would be 
interested in leading the renovation and this 
year the In Bloom team has refocused its 
efforts to concentrate on raising funds for 
the scheme. 

He said: “The long term plan is to make 
the churchyard into a nice place for people 
to relax and enjoy, transforming it into an 
area for the High Street where people can sit 
and make use of its beautiful surroundings. 

“It will also be a place where visitors to the 
town can come to see the garden.” 

New lighting, planting, landscaping and 
even the possibility of a new path being 
installed has been suggested and volunteers 
at Haverhill in Bloom are working hard to 
finalise plans and apply for grants. 

A cost has yet to be set for the overall 
project, which is hoped to be started in 
January, and funding has been secured from 
Haverhill Town Council, St Edmundsbury 
and One Haverhill. 

Artwork could be installed in the 
“windows” around the edge of the 
churchyard and project leaders are already 
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looking at getting local schools involved as 
well as the local history society. 

Authentically designed cast-iron railings 
mirroring the Victorian feel of the town 
could be reinstalled, Mr Pumfrey said. 

He added: “There are a lot of old 
headstones and memorials which need 
cleaning up but we don’t want to get rid of 
them. It’s really important to keep the 
character of it, so we’re going to make sure 
they’re safe and in the right place. 

“We would really like the garden to have a 
period Victorian feel because that’s what all 
the architecture is in the local area and it’ll 
be done to such a good standard that it will 
provide a perfect backdrop for weddings, 
occasions and for schools to come and 
learn.” 

One Haverhill has stumped up £5,000, as 
has St Edmundsbury, which will be 
restoring the memorials and headstones. 

The town council approved £10,000 of 
funding last week. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: “We’re very 
enthusiastic about the project to bring this 
important part of our town centre up to 
date with renewed planting and installing 
artwork around the edge of the garden.” 

A majority of the work will be carried out 
by volunteers at Haverhill in Bloom and

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Teams prepared for 
the wintry weather 


THE county is “more prepared 
than ever” for the icy winter 
months, Suffolk County 
Council has said. 

With 25,000 tonnes of salt, 
58 gritters, nine salt barns and 
more than 120 staff, the 
council said its gritting teams 
and community volunteers 
are equipped to tackle almost 
3,300km of the county’s roads. 

This year teams are using 
pre-wet salt for more than half 
of their routes, which uses 30 
per cent less salt. 

On average, there are 
approximately 75 nights of 
treatments per year, with an 
average of 12,000 to 15,000 
tonnes of salt used per season, 
the council said. 


Cllr Guy McGregor, cabinet 
member for roads, transport 
and planning, said: “Our 
teams use the latest weather 
systems to monitor road 
temperatures and take 
decisions just hours in 
advance, sending our gritters 
out if necessary. 

“We are responsible for 
keeping traffic moving over 
1,200 miles of roads, and that’s 
just for our priority major 
roads and busy commuter 
routes. 

“Thanks to our dedicated 
staff, excellent resources and 
additional salt barns we are 
better placed than ever before 
to keep Suffolk moving in 
severe winter weather.”

Teenager admits 
fatal stabbing

A TEENAGER has 
admitted stabbing to 
death 26-year-old 
Miciajah Brown in a 
night of violence. 

Ade Adeniran, 19, of 
Hanover Court, Trump- 
ington, also pleaded guilty to 
two further charges of 
wounding with intent to 
cause grievous bodily harm 
to the victim’s friends - 
Takudzwa Collins Musaven- 
gana, of Osprey Road, 
Haverhill, and Noorul Miah. 

Adreniran denied the 
murder of ‘Kyjah’ - who died 
in the early hours of March 3 
- but admitted a lesser 
charge of manslaughter on 
the grounds of loss of control 
just before his trial was due 
to start at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Monday. 

The lesser charge was 
accepted by the prosec¬ 
ution. 

John Farmer, prosecuting, 
said: “It doesn’t make the 
incident a trivial one. This is 
still extremely serious. 

“The defendant also 
caused life-threatening 
injuries to one man and very 
serious to another.” 

The court heard the 
violence started with a brawl 
in Cambridge’s market 
square, thought to have 


involved between 20 and 30 
people. 

A further incident took 
place at a house in Ditton 
Walk before coming to a 
head at a block of flats in 
Hanover Court, off Hills 
Road, where Mr Brown was 
fatally stabbed just before 
6.30am. 

The father-of-three died of 
multiple stab wounds - one 
of which severed a main 
artery in his thigh. 

Collins Musavengana and 
Noorul Miah were taken to 


CP 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital with 
serious knife wounds. 

Twenty-one-year-old 
Collins Musavengana, who 
was stabbed in the leg, 
pleaded guilty last month in 
court to affray, having a 
bladed article and 
aggravated burglary, which 
were all committed on the 
same day as the brawl. 

He was handed a 12- 
month prison sentence on 
October 17. 

Adeniran will be 
sentenced on December 10. 


Action call 
at crossing 
after man 
is injured 

THE future of a zebra crossing is 
being put under scrutiny after a 
man was injured during a 
serious collision with a car. 

The 24-year-old local man 
was rushed to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after colliding with the 
windscreen of a car as he used 
the crossing in Withersfield 
Road, Haverhill. 

Police and an ambulance 
were called at just after 7pm on 
Tuesday to the busy road, just 
outside the Rose and Crown, 
following reports that a man had 
been involved in an accident 
with a blue Renault Kangoo. 

A police spokesman said: “A 
24-year-old man was taken to 
hospital with possible life¬ 
changing head injuries. Police 
managed traffic and closed the 
road.” 

The accident has highlighted 
that the crossing can sometimes 
not be seen clearly by motorists 
as they approach. A call for 
action has now been made. 

Will Austin, town clerk, said: 
“The town council can see that 
this zebra crossing needs 
attention to ensure that it’s 
properly visible to oncoming 
traffic. 

“We’re saddened and very 
sorry to hear of the accident 
involving a young man. 

“We will now be pressing to 
have the future of the crossing 
looked at - if nothing else, that 
the road markings and the 
lighting are attended to and that 
the positioning of the crossing 
be reconfigured by Suffolk 
County Council to make sure it 
is correct.” 

The road was closed just 
before 7.30pm and the Renault 
recovered before police re¬ 
opened it 10.30pm. 

No one else was injured and 
no arrests have been made. 


Worker is 
accused of 
£ 28 k theft 

A MAN accused of stealing more 
than £28,000 from his employer 
will be appear at crown court. 

Jospeh Dacus, 31, of Westward 
Deals, in Kedington, indicated a 
guilty plea to two charges of 
theft by an employee when he 
appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Tuesday. 

The charges state he stole 
cash via 44 transactions on the 
“Buy Back” scheme to a value of 
£5,262 between May 16 and June 
28 this year, and another 
£22,828.20 via 176 transactions 
between May 20 and July 27 this 
year on the “Buys” scheme, both 
of which were from his employer 
Peter Farthing, franchise owner 
of Cash Converters in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The case has been committed 
to Ipswich Crown Court at a date 
to be fixed. 
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Council budget set for scrutiny 


THE county’s budget for 
the next year will be 
scrutinised to see if 
savings are being made 
efficiently 

Suffolk County Council’s 
scrutiny committee will 
meet on Monday to 
examine the current 
financial position, observe 
the process it is using to 
create its 2013/14 budget 
and consider proposals for 
spending and savings. 

It will examine to what 
extent the 2012/13 budget 
is on target, the process 
for setting the 2013/14 
budget and how proposed 
savings will be made. 

Suffolk County Council 
set a budget requirement 
of £466.916 million for the 
year 2012/13. 

The budget included a 
target for planned savings 


of £26.190 million to reach 
a balanced budget as part 
of a two-year savings plan 
of £53.100 million for 
2012/13 and 2013/14. 

The budget for 2013/14 
is the third year of savings 
as part of the 
government’s austerity 
measures and the second 
year of the county 
council’s two-year saving 
plan, which focuses on 
delivering a series of 
savings initiatives which 
should limit the need for 
service reductions. 

The savings proposals 
focus on targeting 
resources where they have 
most effect in reducing 
demand in adult and 
children’s care, reducing 
bureaucracy, waste and 
complexity across the 
organisation and cutting 


the number of senior 
managers. 

Renegotiating contracts, 
rationalising 
accommodation and 
buildings and working 
with the health service 
and district partners have 
all been part of the plans 
to reduce costs. 

Cllr Colin Hart, 
chairman of the scrutiny 
committee said: “Although 
most of the proposed 
savings involve efficien¬ 
cies rather than service 
cuts, we will obviously 
want to know the likely 
effect on services and how 
the savings can be 
achieved.” 

Cabinet will consider 
and recommend the 
budget in fanuary, for it to 
be agreed by full council 
in February.

Special school will 
break down barrier 


“DIFFICULTIES mastered 
are opportunities won” 
was the message a new 
special school in Haverhill 
emphasised as it unveiled 
its latest plans. 

Samuel Ward Academy won the 
bid from the Department of 
Education in July to open 
Churchill Special Free School on 
its site in September 2013. 

Prospective parents, nearby 
residents, education chiefs and 
teachers met last night as part of 
the consultation to hear the latest 
developments since the announ¬ 
cement in the summer. 

Howard Lay, principal of 
Samuel Ward, said: “Pupils with 
communication difficulties often 
find themselves detached, 
isolated and alone in a box and 
not able to relate to the rest of the 
world. This is barrier we want to 
break down at Churchill. 

“There has been an explosive 
increase in the number of 
children with disorders on the 
autistic spectrum and it was 
highlighted that locally there was 
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a desperate need for this facility.” 

The school is for youngsters 
aged 8 to 18 with language, 
communication and interaction 
difficulties. Pupils will come from 
Suffolk, Cambridgeshire and 
Essex and the maximum capacity 
is 70 pupils. 

There will be specialist 
teachers, a speech and language 
therapist and a headteacher with 
specialist experience, who is due 
to be appointed by the end of the 
year. 

Custom built classrooms will 
make up the modular building on 
the Samuel Ward site, with 
special lighting and resources 
designed to meet the needs of 
students. 

Tracy and Steve Porter, from 
Newmarket, have a 10-year-old 
son with Asperger’s Syndrome 
and were among prospective 
parents at the meeting. 

Tracy said: “The prospect of it 
is really exciting. We feel we have 


to struggle to get the best for our 
child but if he could come 
somewhere like this, then that 
would be great. It means he will 
really get a good chance. 

“I also like that there is oppor¬ 
tunity for the children to 
integrate into the main school, 
preparing him for life and the big 
world when he is older.” 

June McNaughton, a school 
governor, added: “We don’t want 
to open a special school which 
has an invisible fence around it. 
Over time we hope youngsters 
will learn to work amongst their 
peers as much as they can.” 

Haverhill town mayor Pat 
Hanlon is chairman of the 
Haverhill Autism Support Group 
and has a granddaughter with 
autism. 

He said: “There’s a great need 
for this provision here. A lot of 
parents have to fight Suffolk 
County Council to try to get the 
best for their children with 
special educational needs and 
Churchill will go a long way in 
helping parents and students 
with their anxieties about 
mainstream school.”

Road safety campaign for all users 


CYCLISTS and motorists are being 
encouraged to look out for each 
other as part of a countywide road 
safety campaign.

“However, this does mean that we 
have also seen a 25 per cent increase 
in cyclists killed and seriously 
injured in the last two years, both 
nationally and in Suffolk. 

“This increase cannot be put 
solely down to either cyclists or 
motorists so we want to encourage 
all parties to look out for each other 
and stay safe on the roads. 


“ Cyclists need to be visible, wear 
bright clothing, use lights and 
reflectors and wear a cycle helmet. 

“At the same time drivers need to 
look out for cyclists and other 
vulnerable road users such as 
pedestrians and motorcyclists. 

“Some drivers continue to do 
things while driving such as using 
mobile phones and other devices, 
which can cause them to be 
distracted and not aware of 
everything and everyone around 
them.” 

A number of local shops, 
including Aero Cycles, in Maple 
Park, Haverhill, are also supporting 
the campaign by giving discounts.

HIV and sexual health charity 
Terrence Higgins Trust is bringing 
its testing services to Haverhill as 
part of the country’s first ever 
National HIV Testing Week. 

The charity will run a series of 
events in Suffolk offering free, fast 
and confidential HIV tests for 
people at high risk of infection. 

The team will be in Haverhill at 
Cangle Foyer on Tuesday, where 
residents will be invited to attend 
HIV awareness training run by the 
Terrence Higgins Trust team, 
followed by free testing. 

Testing is done using a finger- 
prick blood test, with the results 
provided within one minute. 

Anyone who takes a test will be 


given information and support 
before and afterwards and anyone 
who tests positive will be referred 
immediately to a specialist 
clinic. 

Terrence Higgins Trust staff will 
also provide free condoms and 
information and advice on safer 
sex. 

National HIV Testing Week, 
which is planned to be an annual 
event, is co-ordinated through 
HIV Prevention England (HPE), a 
partnership of community 
organisations funded by the 
Department of Health to carry out 
national HIV prevention work in 
England among communities at 
an increased risk of infection. 


Paedophile Is 
back in prison 


A PAEDOPHILE has 
been jailed after he 
tried to “groom” a 
police officer he 
thought was a 13- 
year-old girl. 

David Nicholson, of 
Haverhill, was caught in a 
police sting after he 
travelled to Bolton to meet 
‘Sam’, the girl he had made 
contact with in an internet 
chatroom. 

But Sam was in fact a 
police officer posing as a 
teenage girl. 

Bolton Crown Court 
heard last Friday that 
Nicholson was arrested on 
August 23 at Bolton Links 
Golf Club. 

The 55-year-old had a 
mattress in his van when 


he was stopped by officers. 

Nicholson claimed he 
did not have an interest in 
young girls. 

But the court heard he 
has previous convictions 
for grooming girls on the 
internet. 

In 2002 he was jailed for 
four years for similar 
offences when he met a 
13-year-old and a 15-year- 
old for sex. 

The court heard 
Nicholson pursued ‘Sam’ 
for 23 days and sent her 
various messages about 
sex. He also sent an 
explicit video and an 
obscene picture. 

fudge Peter Davies said: 
“This was a deliberate 
attempt to target a 13- 
year-old for intercourse. 


“This was persistent for 
23 days and you travelled 
a significant distance.” 

The court heard 
Nicholson has interest in 
young girls at times of 
stress or when he is not in 
a relationship. 

He was released from 
prison in 2004 and was on 
licence until 2010. This is 
the first offence since. 

Nicholson, of no fixed 
address, pleaded guilty to 
attempting to meet a 13- 
year-old for sexual activity, 
attempting to cause her to 
watch a video of sexual 
activity and sending an 
obscene message. 

He was jailed for four 
years, with an extended 
licence period when he is 
released from prison.

Help pets have

Sir, PDSA’s new Animal Wellbeing 
(PAW) report was released last week 
and revealed that millions of pets’ 
needs are being neglected. 

This isn’t due to deliberate

PEDESTRIANISING Haver¬ 
hill's High Street in the near 
future is not on the current 
agenda, according to the 
Suffolk County Council. 

The Haverhill Area Working Party 
(HAWP) was informed that the 
issue will not be pursued following 
a report by the county council. 

Haverhill Town Council put 
across its views to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council and the county 
council that the High Street should 
be pedestrianised. 

But at the meeting last Thursday, 
Cllr Guy McGregor, county cabinet 
member for roads and transport, 
said the county council is not 
looking to take this course because 
is fears objections could leave them 
- and taxpayers - with a bill of 
£50,000. 

Cllr McGregor said: “It’s the view 
that we want the High Street to 
prosper and be successful and the 
question is how best to go about it. 

“Our problem is we believe if we 
were to proceed with the full-blown

scheme which prevents traffic from 
the High Street, there would be 
such considerable objections from 
parties that believe they would be 
seriously disadvantaged by the 
scheme that it would have to go to 
an inspector. This could leave the 
taxpayer with a bill of £50,000. 

“There’s obviously a need to 
make improvements in the High 
Street and that’s what we’re going to 
do.” 

The town council said it aims to 
address problems in the immediate 
future of traffic and parking in the 
High Street by looking into the 
prospect of bollards and cones. 

They are also investigating the 
possibility of changing part of 
Camps Road to make it one-way. 

Mayor Pat Hanlon said in a 
survey the town council carried out, 
about 70 per cent of people asked 
were in favour of pedestrianising 


the High Street. 

He said: “We will continue our 
fight for it as we know it is the right 
thing to do for Haverhill. 

“The whole town council, no 
matter what party people are from, 
feel passionate about this and it’s 
just ridiculous that it cannot go 
ahead. 

“We’re also pushing for St 
Edmundsbury to give free parking 
for blue badge holders, to prevent 
them from parking on the High 
Street, which is a problem at 
present.” 

Will Austin, Haverhill town clerk, 
added: “The town council is very 
unhappy with the decision and the 
failure to present any justification 
for that decision. 

“Most members at the meeting 
seemed to be reinforcing their 
support for pedestrianising it. 

“The town council plans to 
continue to press HAWP to fight for 
pedestrianisation and to achieve 
this in the long term.” 


Town pub sets its sights on extension 


A PUB is hoping to 
extend its facilities in 
Haverhill town centre. 

Proposals have been 
submitted to build a 
single-storey extension 
to the back of The Royal 
Exchange, in the High 
Street, and to create a 


raised decking area. 

The popular town 
centre pub, which is 
owned by brewer Greene 
King, submitted the 
plans to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council earlier 
this month. 

A Greene King 


spokeswoman said: “We 
can confirm that a 
planning application for 
an extension at the Royal 
Exchange has been 
submitted. 

“Many members of the 
local community use our 
pub regularly and we 


hope this development 
will create more space 
for our customers to 
enjoy.” 

A decision will hope¬ 
fully be made by the 
council by the end of 
December.

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Fostering changed our lives

Louise Dale had been in and out of foster 
homes from just 6 months of age. Now 18, 
she's about to move into her own home, 
something she says she wouldn't be able to do 
without the help of her foster mum Jan Stiff. 
Interview by LOUISE MARTIN. 


J AN Stiff and Louise 
Dale look like any 
other mother and 
daughter. Sitting on the 
sofa in their home they 
can’t help but finish each 
other’s sentences as they 
catch up on the day’s 
events. 

The women are clearly very 
close, but to 18-year-old Louise, 
who has been in foster care 
since she was just 6 months old, 
Jan is more than a mum: “She’s 
the woman that changed my 
life.” 

Jan, 60, began fostering in 
1997. A midwife for nearly 30 
years, Jan admits the profession 
had taken over her life and 
she wanted to do something 
else. 

“I was in charge of a large area 
and I was often working from 7 
in the morning until 10 at night, 
so I wasn’t having a life and I 
decided it was time to leave.” 

With her nursing background, 
which also included caring for 
disabled people, Jan was 
approached by social services to 
see if she would be interested in 
caring for a severely disabled 
child, and her fostering career 
began from there. 

As a long-term foster carer, 
mainly working with teenagers, 
Jan has cared for many young 
adults on her own during the 
last 15 years, but is keen to point 
out it’s not the number that’s 
important to her. 

“I do long-term fostering, so 
it’s not about how many I do - 


it’s about the quality,” she 
smiles. 

“I chose long-term because 
then I think the kids have got 
continuity and stability, and 
they can feel safe for longer 
rather than always coming and 
going. 

“You can’t stretch your care to 
so many teenagers, it just 
doesn’t work.” 

Louise is one of the teenagers 
Jan has welcomed into her 
Newmarket home and, with the 
foster mum’s unconditional love 
and support, Louise has 
transformed her life from being 
a self-confessed “troubled teen” 
to training to be a beauty 
therapist, and is about to move 
into her own home any day 
now 

Originally from Ipswich, 
Louise went into foster care 
when she was just 6 months old. 

“My mum was a young 
mum, so she had difficulty 
understanding what to do with 
a young child because she didn’t 
really have the childhood that 
she would have wanted,” says 
Louise. 

“She didn’t know the first 
thing about looking after a child 
and she didn’t have my dad to 
help her, so they (social services) 
thought it was best I went into 
care.” 

Louise was placed on the ‘at 
risk’ register and for her early 
years her care was divided 
between her mum and foster 
carers. 

“They tried the respite thing 
with my mum, where I would go 
to a foster carer for a weekend to

see if she would then be able to cope a bit 
better. It was that unstable I didn’t know if I 
was going to be at home the next night or 
if I was going to be with a carer.” 

Louise was moved between her mum 
and foster carers until she was 5, when it 
was decided full responsibility would be 
taken over by social services. 

“I’ve moved all over,” says Louise. “I’ve 
moved to quite a few different homes - 
over 20 - for either a couple of nights or for 
longer. It was really tough.” 

When Louise first came to stay at Jan’s 
she was 12 years old and in desperate need 
of a permanent placement. She stayed 
with Jan for a couple of years and, despite 
feeling safe and secure, she couldn’t free 
herself from the routine of moving on 
again. 

“I was stuck in that mindset of always 
moving around,” says Louise. “When I 
moved out of Jan’s for the first time I had 
got so used to being moved around that I 
was expecting someone to say‘you’re 
going to need to move on now’. 

“So I pushed Jan away and instead of 
me getting hurt and her saying, ‘I don’t 
want you anymore’, which I know now she 
would never say, I said, ‘I don’t want you’, 
and I went.” 

Louise stayed with other foster carers 
until she was 16 when she decided she 
wanted to live on her own. 

“I moved into a hostel and I was there 
for 11 months,” explains Louise. “I wanted 
to have my own place and look after 
myself and I did it, but I hated it.” 

After almost a year living in the hostel in 
Ipswich, Louise asked Jan if she could stay 
with her again and, of course, the answer 
was yes. 

“Since coming back I think Louise has 
moved on in leaps and bounds,” beams 
Jan. 

“She’s got herself through a course, she’s 
got a really nice boyfriend and she’s much 
more level-headed. She’s just grown up so 
much and it’s marvellous to think I’ve had 
the opportunity to see it and that she’s had 
the opportunity to do it.” 

Despite the tough start in life Louise has 
had, she has remained in contact with her 
mum, but admits it’s not the usual 
mother-daughter relationship. 

“She is my mum, she’ll always be my 
mum, but I look after her. She never had 
time to grow up and I’ve had this time to 
grow up and be an adult, whereas she’s still 
sort of childlike.” 

Her circumstances have also affected 
her outlook on having children of her own. 

“I think it’s best to wait until you’re older 
and I wouldn’t want to make the same 
mistakes as her. 

“But I think in some sense, if I was to 


have a child, I know that I wouldn’t 
because I know what I’ve been through 
and I wouldn’t want to do that to a child.” 

To show her thanks to Jan, Louise 
nominated her for Carer of the Year in the 
Community Awards 2012 run by our sister 
paper Cambridge News. Together with 
Louise and her younger foster daughter, 
Jan attended the awards at Downing 
College last month, and was delighted to 
win the title. 

“I was really thrilled to think Louise was 
so thoughtful to put me forward but in 
another way, I was just so shocked,” says 
Jan. “I was chuffed, but I did think, ‘why 
me?’ I only do what I do.” 

Jan is extremely modest about her 
fostering role and also Kidzone, the group 
she runs in Newmarket for children and 
teenagers with additional needs, but the 
amount of time Jan gives to others doesn’t 
go unnoticed by the people around her, in 
particular Louise. 

“She’s so busy,” says Louise. “She’s 
constantly doing something or looking 
after someone and I thought she needed 
some sort of recognition because she 
doesn’t think that she does as much as she 
does.” 

Jan explains that all the children she has 
cared for over the years have had different 
needs and have all come to her under 
varying circumstances. 

“No two children are ever the same but 
they all come with such enormous 
baggage and th,ere are so many children 
that need foster care. It’s quite sad really.” 

Earlier this year Jan was seriously poorly 
while on holiday and it has made her think 
about her future in fostering. 

“I was really ill and the doctors didn’t 
think I was going to make it. I had 
problems with my gallbladder and it had 
got to the extent where it was almost ready 
to burst. I was very poorly and it took me 
several months to get over it so I’ve 
decided that when Louise moves on I’m 
not going to have another long-term 
person. 

“A lot of carers do need breaks and there 
are children who need emergency 
placements so I have said I will do that for 
the next couple of years.” 

Louise may be moving on again but this 
time it’s to her own home and, as it’s just a 
few minutes from Jan, she knows her 
foster mum will never be far away. 

“It takes a lot to stand by someone who 
kicks back from you. 

“I think of Jan like my family, she is my 
family, whether it’s through birth or not 
doesn’t really matter because I know she’s 
always going to be there to give me a hug 
and tell me it’s alright. In my eyes that’s 
family.”

Learn techniques to 
handle family sagas 


Christmas is a time of joy, but it can also be a huge source 
of stress for many - especially if your family doesn’t fit the 
‘traditional’ 2.4 children mould. Psychologist Cary Cooper 
shares his advice for keeping festive fall-outs to a minimum 



Be kind: To yourself as well as everyone else! 


IF you're divorced 
and share custody 
of the children, or 
have a step family 
and two sets of in¬ 
laws, navigating the 
arrangements for 
the festive cele¬ 
brations can pose 
an emotional 
minefield. 

Psychologist Professor 
Cary Cooper is head of 
relationship counselling 
charity Relate and a 
panel member for the 
Centre for the Modern 
Family, which aims to 
improve understanding 
of families in the 21st 
century Cooper points 
out that only 16 per cent 
of modern day families 
in the UK fit the 
traditional model, 
defined as two married 
parents living together 
with two or more 
children. 

Having wed twice 
himself, with two 
children from each 
marriage, Cooper has 
first-hand experience 
of tackling complicated 
family arrangements, 
but he’s confident that 
steps can be taken to 
keep stress to a mini¬ 
mum. 


WHY THE STRESS? 
According to Cooper, 
Christmas is stressful 
because, often, it is one 
of only two times of the 
year that the family has 
to reintegrate emotion¬ 
ally for a substantial 
period of time. 

During the rest of the 
year, family members 
are only “tactically” 
connecting. “A charac¬ 
teristic of the modern 
family - traditional or 
otherwise - is they lead 
a very diverse life and 
only come together for 
a longish period of 
time over Christmas 
and family holidays. 

“At Christmas, you’re 
having to reintegrate 
with, say, your teenage 
kids, who during a 
normal week you're 
just doing tactical 
behaviour with: ‘Who’s 
picking you up?’, ‘Did 
you do your home¬ 
work?’, ‘You’re not 
listening very much; 
you’re not talking very 
much’. 

“Now, you’re 

dumped in a box for 10 
days, and that process 
of reintegrating is 
stressful because you’re 
having to tolerate 
everybody else, where¬ 
as before you could 


just do your own 
thing.” 

With this in mind, it’s 
no wonder spending 
more than a couple of 
days cooped up 
together can become 
intense. This is normal 
even when everybody 
gets on well. Throw 
tricky relationships 
into the mix, and 
tensions can rise even 
more. 

For step families still 
in the early phase, 
adjusting to the new 
dynamics can take 
time, and members 
may barely know each 
other, let alone like 
each other. 

PLAN AHEAD 
Even the most ‘perfect’ 
of families will 
experience some degree 
of tension (or at least 
need a little breather 
every now and then!) at 
an extended gathering 
like Christmas so, first 
and foremost, don’t be 
too hard on yourself 
and accept that it’s 
normal to experience 
teething problems. 

However, there are 
steps you can take to

“Planning has to be 
early,” says Cooper. 
“Plan the presents, 
who you’re going to see 
and when. Particularly 
in a modern family 
with all the step kids 
and the shared 
custody, it causes a lot 


of conflict to do it two 
weeks before Christ¬ 
mas.” 

If planning involves 
interacting with an ex- 
partner with whom 
you’re not on the best 
of terms, calling rather 
than emailing or 
texting is the safer 
option.

In public, he’s the jovial Italian who founded a successful 
restaurant chain - but Antonio Carluccio has always lived 
in the shadow of depression. Wow he’s written a painfully 
honest memoir and talks to EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM.

T’S a sunny autumn morning, 
and I’m chatting to Antonio 
Carluccio, restaurateur, star of 
Two Greedy Italians , author of 
more than a dozen cookery books 
and adopted ‘national treasure’. 

Sadly it’s a telephone call, so I’m 
picturing the cuddly cook sitting in his 
London garden, surrounded by unfeasibly 
large vegetables, holding the phone (and a 
cigarette) in one hand and tickling his 
beloved sausage dog, Truffle, with the 
other. 

How are you? I ask. “Fine! Everything’s 
fine. It’s a beautiful day,” he wheezes, his 
accent still thick after nearly four decades 
on these shores. 

The Godfather of Italian gastronomy is, 
he says, looking forward to coming to 
Cambridge (“I like it very much”), to talk 
about his new autobiography, A Recipe For 
Life. But don’t expect an air-brushed, self- 


congratulatory account of success: while 
he’s happy to chronicle his triumphs, 
Carluccio is honest - almost painfully so - 
about his family tragedies, failed romances 
and multiple suicide attempts. 

Why did he decide to write it now? 
“Now? Before I lose my memory! Heheh. 
No, no, it was majorly to discover who I 
am, and there were patterns in my life I 
wanted to investigate.” 

And what did he find out? “Enough to 
write another memoir,” he chuckles. “No, it 
has been very interesting to see the ups and 
downs of success and sadness. 

“I was very adamant to tell the truth and 
nothing but the truth. And I did, and I’m 
very happy with that. I can turn the page. 
Something is done.” 

Bom on the south coast of Italy in 1937, 
Carluccio’s early days revolved around 
food, whether foraging for truffles with his 
brothers or scoffing his Mamma’s delicious 
homemade fare. But learning to cook was 


yet to come. 

Following the death of his adored 
younger brother Enrico, who drowned aged 
just 13, a heart-broken Carluccio, then 23, 
left Italy to study languages in Vienna. “I 
was alone, I was a student, and I wanted to 
eat the food that my mother used to 
prepare. So I had to cook it,” he says. 

“I started, naturally, with pasta sauce, the 
simple thing! And then slowly I gained 
confidence, and saw that it was successful 
with friends - and girls.” 

Carluccio went on to work in the wine 
trade, and in fact didn’t become involved in 
restaurants until the early 80s. By now 
living in London and on his third marriage 
- to Terence Conran’s sister, Priscilla - he 
was invited to run Conran’s Neal Street 
Restaurant as manager. Before long he 
owned it and, in the early 90s, opened a 
deli, Carluccio’s, next door. A decade later 
it had become - and continues to be - a 


thriving high street deli/restaurant chain in 
the UK and abroad. Carluccio has since 
sold up, but continues to act as consultant. 

But success didn’t equate with happiness 
for Carluccio, who has long battled with 
depression. In 2008, following the failure 
of his 28-year marriage, he locked himself 
in his bathroom and plunged a pair of 
scissors into his chest. 

His PA called an ambulance and, when 
he was released from hospital, Carluccio 
checked himself into The Priory. The 
official line was that he’d accidentally cut 
himself while sharpening a knife: it’s only 
now that he’s come clean. 

“I’ve never met somebody who has had 
only a happy life - and if he has, he lies,” 
says Carluccio. 

“It’s something that many people think 
about, and I tried to do it. So I can’t hide 
that, but it happened. At the beginning, I 
wanted to avoid more aggravation from the 


press, so I let them scramble, but now I’m 
strong enough to say what happened. 
Fortunately it ended in a good sense, and 
I’m happy to be here.” 

The Priory, he says, was “fantastic. And 
there is also a message for people in a 
similar situation: there is help around the 
corner, use it. As you see now I am totally 
calm. I managed to get through it.” 

Does he still get depressed? “No, no, I’m 
very happy. The work is fantastic, and at 75, 
getting the sort of work that I do is just 
unbelievable. And I have a lovely woman - 
that keeps me young!” 

He’s been with the woman in question, 
Sabine, for a year, which may disappoint 
his legion of female fans: is it true he’s had 
15 marriage proposals? “Yes, it’s very silly. 
Heheh.” 

A theme that runs throughout the book is 
the solace Carluccio finds in preparing 
food. But can anyone cook? “Anyone!” he 
bellows. “Anyone with a bit of patience and 
the will to eat good food. It can be very 
simple, you don’t have to be a gourmet: just 
go into the kitchen and try, try, try.” 

Does he ever think ‘ah, I can’t be 
bothered to cook’ and buy a ready meal? 
“What? No!” he laughs, then pauses: “I had 
a kebab once. It was quite good, actually,” 
he adds, sounding ever-so-slightly 
disappointed. 

What would his last supper be? “A lovely 
spaghetti with fresh tomatoes, a few leaves 
of basil and a little bit of garlic would be 
quite nice.” Not caviar? “No, no! There’s 
nothing wrong with it, I love it in fact, but I 
prefer spaghetti.” 

Hopefully the jovial cook’s last supper is 
a long way off. And at least, he says, 
writing his autobiography has meant that 
he’s finally at peace with himself. 

“It was difficult, because you have to go 
back to memories that are not exactly 
pleasant, but all together it was very good. 

It was a good exercise for the mind - and 
the soul.”

From the present to the past, Andrew 
Marr will be in town to discuss his major 
new book and BBC series^ History of 
the World and Cambridge historians 
Christopher Clark and Orlando Figes 
will share their latest works on the First 
and Second World Wars respectively. 

Kate Summerscale, bestselling author 
of The Suspicions of Mr Whicher, will 
also feed the appetite for history, 
narrating the true story of a scandalous 
crime which rocked Victorian England. 

It’s not all fact over fiction, though - 
the festival will also welcome some of 
the biggest names in contemporary 
literature, including well-loved novelists 
Edna O’Brien and Rose Tremain, while 
bestselling authors Kate Mosse and 
Joanne Harris will join forces to discuss 
their latest novels, both with a distinctly 
French flavour. 


Other highlights include a special 
show by the nation’s favourite 
performance poet, John Hegley. 

“The festival began through an 
enthusiasm for books,” explains Wordfest 
director Cathy Moore. 

“I was working as a bookseller in 
Waterstone’s and the idea formed as a 
result of talking about the Hay Festival, 
and what a shame it was that 
Cambridge didn’t have anything 
similar, with local author Ali 
Smith. 

“As I cycled home that 
day the idea began to take 
shape and I organised the 
first event for the 
following March. It started 
off a lot smaller than it is 
now and was only held 
once a year. It was a 
financial risk, but also a 
great time-filler, and lots of 
fun.” 

Over the intervening 
decade, the festival has grown 
and grown. 

“The defining moment when I 
realised the festival was a success 
was probably when I was at the 
Babbage lecture theatre and there 
were 450 people leaving an event 
with Philip Pullman and another 450 
queuing to go in and see John 
Simpson,” Cathy says. 

“Cambridge audiences are very 
particular, as well as rigorous and 
demanding. It’s probably the only city 
where there’d be queues around the block 
to see Simon Baron Cohen and empty 
seats during a David Baddiel event. 


“Non-fiction sells better in Cambridge 
than fiction, which used to surprise me as 
my passion was fiction.” 

Cathy says her dream guests would be 
John Irving, Margaret Atwood and Joyce 
Carol Oates. In the meantime, she’s 
assembled perhaps the strongest line-up 
yet for this year’s winter festival, an event 
that looks set to do Wordfest - and 
Cambridge - proud.

MICHAEL Hoffman’s remake of the 1966 
screwball caper about a cat burglar and 
showgirl who plan an elaborate heist has 
impeccable credentials. 

Screenwriters Joel and Ethan Coen have 
Oscars on the mantelpiece for Fargo and No 
Country For Old Men, while leading man 
Colin Firth deservedly collected a golden 
statuette for his exemplary work in The 
King’s Speech. 

In addition, co-star Tom Courtenay was 
twice shortlisted for Hollywood’s top honour 
tot Doctor Zhivago and The Dresser, while 
Hoffman himself guided Helen Mirren and 
Christopher Plummer to Oscar nominations 
in 2009 for the handsome historical drama 
The Last Station. 

With so much talent in front of and behind 
the camera, what could possibly go wrong? 
Everything, it seems, because Hoffman’s 
reworking is an unmitigated mess. 

Mild-mannered art curator Harry Deane 
(Firth) grows tired of the constant bullying of 


his obscenely wealthy boss, Lord Lionel 
Shabandar (Alan Rickman) so he concocts 
an elaborate swindle to teach his employer a 
lesson. 

With the help of loyal friend and forger 
The Major (Courtenay), Harry travels to 
Texas to befriend rodeo queen PJ Puznowski 
(Cameron Diaz) and her tobacco-spittin’ 
grandma (Cloris Leachman). 


Harry asks the blonde beauty to pose as 
the owner of a priceless Monet called 
Haystacks At Dusk, which Shabandar is 
desperate to acquire as a companion canvas 
to the other Haystacks in his private 
collection. 

The masterpiece is actually a fake painted 
by The Major but Harry is convinced he can 
pull the wool over Shabandar’s greedy eyes. 


Thrilled by the prospect of a sizeable 
payoff, PJ travels to London to carry out her 
part of the plan and Shabandar is clearly 
smitten by her. 

However, he is less convinced by the 
authenticity of the painting and calls in his 
own expert, the flamboyant Zaidenweber 
(Stanley Tucci), which throws Harry’s 
preposterous plan into disarray. 

Gambit is a shambles. We laugh out of 
pity and embarrassment as the script 
blunders from dream sequences that 
suggest Harry might actually pull off his 
hare-brained heist. 

Firth loses his trousers for a protracted 
centrepiece sequence at the luxurious five- 
star Savoy Hotel in London ... but Gambit 
loses its way well before then, wheezing and 
spluttering from one clumsy gag to the next. 

The only award Firth will be collecting is a 
dreaded Razzie, which salutes the worst in 
Hollywood film-making. 

“This is absurd,” despairs Firth, standing 
half naked on the hotel ledge as he stares 
down on passing black cabs. 

You said it, Colin.

Giving a 
welcome 
to wildlife 

A THIRD of us are 
actively trying to 
encourage wildlife into 
our gardens - an increase of 
more than 30% compared with 
four years ago, according to 
research by the Horticultural 
Trades Association (HTA). 

More products targeted at the wild 
bird market are available in garden 
centres and we can choose feeding 
regimes which will attract birds that we 
most want to see in our gardens, says 
the HTA, the trade association for the 
UK garden industry. 

Indeed, some 62% of us now 
regularly feed the birds in our garden 
and nearly a quarter provide nesting 
and breeding habitats. 

But birds are not the only wildlife we 
can look after during the winter months 
and beyond. 

By making leafy habitats and cosy

corners, we will provide shelter for 
small animals who need to hibernate 
uninterrupted and for beneficial insects 
who will stop the nuisances ones such 
as aphids in their tracks. 

Leave stones laid over hollows for 
toads, newts and even slow worms, as 
well as centipedes which prey on slugs. 
Pile up a few logs, which don’t need to 
be massive, in a quiet, shady spot and 
soon stag beetles, spiders and bees will 
be making a home out of this damp log 
cabin. 

Log piles may also be housing slugs

and snails, which in turn will attract 
blackbirds and wood mice looking for a 
meal, while hedgehogs may also forage 
for insects and slugs. 

Try not to make your garden too tidy 
if you want to provide shelter for 
wildlife. Areas of long grass and piles 
of leaves, stones and twigs provide 
shelter for many beneficial insects and 
small mammals. Always check 
carefully for signs of life by gently 
turning over autumn bonfires before 
lighting them. 

Ladybirds gather in large clusters to 
overwinter on dead plant stems, 
particularly in more sheltered parts of 
the garden. 

Helping them through winter will 
mean fewer aphids in late spring, when 


ladybird larvae begin to eat them. 

There’s a wide variety of foods 
available which attract different species 
of bird to your garden. Robins and 
blackbirds love plump, juicy 
mealworms which will provide a good 
source of protein, fat and valuable 
moisture. 

Seed mixes are full of nutritional 
value and are eagerly consumed by 
most species. Straight seeds such as 
sunflower hearts are the first choice for 
many birds and black sunflowers are 
enjoyed by chaffinches, greenfinches, 
sparrows and tits. Nyjer seeds are 
nirvana for goldfinches and siskins. 

Keeping bird feeders and baths well 
stocked all winter will not only help 
our feathered friends but also 


encourages them to explore other nooks 
and crannies in your garden, where 
overwintering slugs, caterpillars and 
other larvae are waiting to be eaten. 

Avoid cutting hedges until the end of 
winter to provide valuable shelter for 
birds and give them more time to eat 
the berries. Wait until March to cut 
back ivy growing up walls and fences, 
so the berries will be available to birds 
and the foliage can provide a foraging 
shelter for insect-eaters such as tits. 

If you have a pond, put a few clay 
roof tiles in it to provide shelter for 
overwintering frogs and other aquatic 
wildlife. By helping wildlife through 
the winter months, beneficial insects, 
birds and other animals will have a head 
start in spring.

Ell ruling on 
Insurance is 
‘a mystery’ 


MORE than a quarter 
of Brits (26 per cent) 
are unaware that 
their car insurance 
premiums will soon 
be affected by a 
European gender 
ruling, according to 
AA Insurance. 

Women are least likely 
to be aware (29 per cent) 
that insurers will no 
longer be able take gender 
into account when 
calculating a driver’s car 
insurance premium, 
according to an 
AA/Populus survey of 
22,713 AA members. 

Yet women are most 
likely to see their 
premiums increase under 
the new law - young 
women particularly could 
see their annual 
premiums rocket by 25 
per cent or more. 

The new ruling comes 
into effect on December 
21, just weeks away. Yet 
respondents were vague 
about when the change 
would happen: of those 
aware of the law, 40 per 
cent had ‘no idea’ when it 
was going to come into 
effect and 23 per cent 
thought it was happening 


next year. 

Young drivers aged 18- 
24 are most aware (78 per 
cent) of the change in law, 
which follows a ruling last 
March by the European 
Court of lustice. At 
present, young women 
pay premiums that can be 
40 per cent cheaper than 
their male counterparts. 

Simon Douglas, director 
of AA Insurance, said 
young men are 10 times 
more likely to be killed or 
seriously injured in a car 
crash than those aged 35 
or over and more than 
twice as likely as young 
women to suffer a serious 
collision. 

“Calculating premiums 
based on that risk is fair 
and it works,” he says. 
“But it has been 
abandoned in favour of 
gender equality. 

“For many years, 
insurers have charged 
young men much higher 
premiums than young 
women because they are 
so much more likely to 
make expensive insurance 
claims. But as they get 
older, the difference 
between men and women 
in the number and cost of 
claims they make reduces 
and from around age 40, 


men and women pay 
similar premiums. 

“People in middle age 
and above are least likely 
to be affected by the 
ruling.” 

When asked whether 
they expected their own 
premiums to go up 
following the ruling, 49 
per cent thought that they 
would while 38 per cent 
thought it would make no 
difference. 

Women were more 
concerned, with 66 per 
cent against 40 per cent of 
men expecting to see a 
rise in the cost of their 
annual policy. 

Of the group most likely 
to be affected, those aged 
18-25, 72 per cent of 
women thought their 
premium would rise while 
35 per cent of men 
thought theirs would fall. 

Most insurance 

companies are likely to be 
offering gender-neutral 
policies by the end of 
November, including AA 
Insurance. 

Mr Douglas said: 
“Those expecting to 
renew or take out cover 
over the next couple of 
months may be advised to 
get a quote as soon as 
possible.”

Both sides then went searching for 
the winner.

In the 90th minute a Clarke header 
was clawed out of the goal by Wilton, 
who then made a fine save from a 
Forshaw shot.

We’re in great 
shape for new 
boss - Betts 

PETER Betts believes Haverhill Rovers are 
close to announcing his successor as 
first-team manager, but he will still be in 
charge for Saturday’s Thurlow Nunn 
League Premier Division match at Ely City. 

Rovers’ good form has continued in the 
past week, with a 1-0 victory over Norwich 
United last weekend followed by a 5-1 win 
over Halstead Town in the first round of 
the Red Insure Cup on Tuesday night. 

“We’re close to a decision being made,” 
said Betts. “Something will probably be 
announced next week. 

“I’ll be in charge for the game against 
Ely and we’ll have a look at it from there. 

“From a football perspective, it’s all 
looking very positive. We’ve won seven of 
our last 11 games now which is great form. 

“Usually when a manager leaves, the 
team is in a bit of a mess, but my 
replacement will inherit a good group of 
players full of confidence and a club that’s 
winning.” 

Ely City’s improved form means 
Saturday’s match will be a hard-fought 
affair, and Betts will not be taking the 
hosts lightly. 

“Ely is a hard place to go,” he continued.
